Mark Twain in Search of One. 


The guide-book says that the dis- 


tance from the village of Waggis to the 
summit of Eighi Kulm is only about 
three and a half hours' walking. 
Ac- 


cordingly, when Twain and Harris got 
to Waggis they thought there was no 
particular occasion to hurry, and so 
thev proceeded leisurely to travel to the 
top'of the RigM Kulm. 
They stopped 


the firat evening at the first inn they 
met, and resolved to be up early next 
morning to see the full effect of an Al- 
pine sunrise from the summit of the 
mountain. They did not wake, howev- 
er, till half past eleven, and they set 
out once more, at noon, quite resolvec 
to reach the top that same evening. At 
six, however, they felt tired, and they 
were close to a comfortable hotel the; 
entered it, saying to themselves it woulc 
be quite easy to get up the next morn 
ing and walk to the summit to see the 
sunrise. They did not,howevtr, wake un 
til half past three next afternoon. The; 
started, 
again disappointed, but sti! 


hopeful of reaching the summit by hal 
past four. 
They lost their way, an 


climbed and climbed, and got wet ami 
fog and wet grass. 
Close upon mid 


night they at last "ctruck" the High 
Knlrn hotel, in which a man blows 
horn early in the morning to awake all 
those who wish to see the sun rise from 
the adjoining summit. 
Twain was de- 


lighted with this arrangement, for now 
there would be no chance for over 
sleeping. 


We curled up in the clammy beds, 


and went to sleep without rocking. 
We were so sodden with fatigue that 
we never stirred nor turned over until 
the booming blasts of the Alpine born 
aroused us. 
It may well be imagined 


that we did not lose any time. 
We 


snatched on a few odds and ends of 
clothing, ooeooned ourselves in the 
proper red blankets, and plunged along 
the halls and out into the whistling 
wind bareheaded. 
We saw a tall wood- 


en scaffolding on the very peak of the 
summit, two hundred yards away, and 
we made for it. 
We rushed up stairs 


to the top of this scaffold, and stood 
there, above the vast outlying world, 
with hair flying and ruddy blankets 
waving and cracking in the fierce breeze. 


"Fifteen minutes too late, at least," 


said Harris, in a vexed voice. "The 
sun is clear above the horizon." 


"No matter," I said, "it is a most 


magnificent spectacle, and we will see it 
do the rest of its rising, anyway." 


In a moment we were deeply absorb- 


ed in the marvel before us and dead to 
everything else. The great cloud bar- 
red disc of the sun stood just above the 
limitless expanse of tossing white caps, 
so to speak—a billowy chaos of massy 
mountain domes and peaks draped in 
imperishable snow and flooded with an 
opalme glory of changing and dissolv- 
ing splendors, while through rills in a 
black cloud bank above the sun, radia- 
ting lanees of the diamond dust shot to 
the zenith. The cloven valleys of the 
lower world swain in a tinted mist which 
vailed the ruggcdness of their crags 
and ribs and ragged forest, and turned 
all the forbidden region into a soft and ] 
lieh and senuous paradise.

After the radical speakers 
had exhausted themselves, a number of 
colored Democrats called for some Dem- 
ocratic speakers, and several responded, 
the larger part of the crowd remaining. , 
The meeting broke up about 11 o'clock. 
During the speech of a colored radical 
there was a difficulty between two un- 
known persons. Some one cried out 
that a pistol was drawn. At this an- 
nouncement the negroes fled precipi- 
tately in all directions, and it was some 
time before they could be induced to 
come back again," 


It appears that the banking firm of 


Farley Spear & Co. occupy a building 
on the corner opposite 
the public 


square, and that the platform used for 
the speakers was on the ground claim- 
ed to be their property. 
The banking- 


house was smeared with eggs thrown 
at the speakers, and in consequence, 
the firm caused an advertisement to be 
inserted in the Advertiser, notifying ail 
persons that the platform should not be 
used in future by political gatherings. 
In directing attention to this advertise- 
ment, the Advertiser incautiously ex- 
plains "the whooping and yelling" des- 
cribed in another paragraph in the same 
issue, and at the same time accounts 
for the fact that several Democratic 
speakers were called upon and respond- 
ed. It says : 


"We call attention to the advertise- 


ment of Farley, Spear & Co., in regard 
to the political meeting in front of 
their banking-house. 
Enough of a 


thing is enough, and they give emphat- 
ic Jnotice that they have had quite 
enough of political meetings. 
Hence- 


iortb they mean to keep the coast clear. 
The Radicals had one of their wild 
performances there on Saturday night, 
and next morning the whole face of the 
building was besmeared with rotten 
eggs. 
Such indecent doings ought not 


to be allowed inside the city." 


A private letter received iu this city 


from Montgomery speaks of the dis- 
turbance as a gross outrage upon the 
rights of a peaceable assembly, and as 
a wanton and unprovoked attack upon 
an orderly gathering of citizens assem- 
bled to ratify the nominations made at 
Chicago.

CINCINNATI, June 22,1 p. m.—The 


convention was called to order at 12:40 
p. m., and Judge Hoadly of this city 
was chosen temporary chairman. Upon 
coining forward Judge Hoadly was re- 
ceived with loud cheers. He said he 
would be neither the friend or foe of 
any candidate in his rulings. 
He said 


Democracy is eternal, and would not be 
affected by the success or failure of the 
nominee of this convention. His ref- 
erence to the name of Tilden was re- 
ceived with great applause, delegates 
rising to their feet and cheering, wav- 
ing of handkerchiefs, etc. 
He predict- 


ed success to the nominee of this con- 
vention. His reference to the third 
term shows that the newspaper reports 
that Grant's name would be considered 
by the convention are entirely without 
foundation. 


The rules of the last Democratic 


convention were adopted. 


The roll of States was then called 


for the appointment of committees, etc. 


When New York was reached John 


Kelly arose and was received wi.h 
cheers and hisses. The chairman de-

CINCINNATI, June 21, 10 p. m.—The

on as the' man most likely to carry 
those states. The three states first 
named are in caucus to-night, but no 
conclusion has yet been reached. What- 
ever the result, it seems probable that 
whoever receives a majority of the

When the Illinois delegation met at 


eight o'clock the doors were closed 
against outsiders.

Edmund Kirke visited General llose- 


crans' camp in 1863, and wrote it up in 
his war book entitled "Down in Tennes- 
see."

showing what he thought of him at that 
tune: 


'•In a eorner by the window, seated at 


a small pine desk—a sort of packing 
box, perched on a long-legged stool, and 
divided into pigeon holes, with a turn 
down lid—was a tall, deep-chested, 
sinewy-built man, with regular, massive 
features, a fall, clear blue eye, slightly 
dashed with grey, and a high, broad fore- 
head, rising into a ridge over the eyes, 
as if it had been thrown up by a plow. 
There was something singularly engag- 
ing in his open, expressive face, and his 
whole appearance indicated, as the 
phrase goes, great reserved power. His 
uniform, though cleanly brushed, and 
sitting easily upon him, had a sort of 
democratic air, and everything about 
him seemed to denote that he was a man 
of the people. A rusty, slouched hat, 
large enough to bave fitted Daniel 
Webster, lay on the desk before him, 
but a glance at that was not needed to 
eonvinee ma that his head held more 
than 
the common share of brains. 


Though he iayet young, not thirty- 
three, the reader has beard of him, and 
if he lives he will make his name long 
remembered in our history."

It is exceedingly doubtful if the official 
count will go much over 9,000 souls.-

statements until we hear from the super- 
visor.

the fecond ward, closed up shop last eve- 
ning at 8:30 o'clock. 
By his count the 


population of thai ward is 1968.

The census of Aurora foots up 12,004, 


an increase of 843 in teu years.

of 23,000, but bas to content herself witb 
18,254. 


Quincypuls iu a claim that sbe has 


been unjustly treated in the mutter of tbe 
census, the result showing a population 
ot 29,000 to 30,000, where 35,000 was ex- 
pected. 


St. Louis is in consternation over the 


reported result of her census. The pop- 
ulation is put down at 374,000, instead of 
the 500,000 claimed. 


The population of Kansas City is about 


59,000, showing that the city bas proba- 
bly experienced the heaviest ratio of in- 
crease during the last decade of any city 
in tbe country, being an increase of over 
27,000.

It has about 1,500 inhabi- 
tants. Every day there are immigrants 
from the east arriving by cars or wagon. 
This is tbe extreme northern valley and 
the best agricultural valley In the Slate. 
This town has its prospective mines, be- 
ing the nearest out-fitting point for North 
Park, which is 50 miles from here. They 
have a mail coach from hr re, and hope 
to bave a railroad soon. The mines in 
North Park resemble the Leadville car- 
bonates. 
TUiJ country is suffering from 


a drought; the dairy farmers around bere 
are sending tbe cattle to tbe parks and 
canons for feed. 
We bave not had a 


good rain since last November. 1 have 
been up to the bead fcf Kisk canon sev- 
eral times. My uncle lias bis caitle in a 
little park. I think Jof going up to the 
Wyoming stock ranches soon with my 
cousin. I will send you a line from 
there. I think Illinois the star State.
